CAIRO, Nov. 17 (AP).—The 
island of Lero in the Dodecanese 
has been captured by German in- 
vasion troops “after very severe 
fighting and in spite of the most 
determined resistance.” a Middle 
East communique acknowledged 
today.’ 

The Germans pounded = the 
Aegean isiand—about the size of 
Manhattan—with “an overwhelm- 
ing air bombardment” yesterday, 


and landed reinforcements. 

“Organized resistance ceased in 
the evening,” the Allied com- 
munique said. 

(A German broadcast reporting 
the capture of the island said 3000 
British and 5000 Italian soldiers 
were taken prisoners and 130 guns 
captured.) 5 

Thus the Germans repeated an 
operation that earlier had won 
them the island of Cos, 20 miles“ 
south of Lero.

In their successful fight to win 
Lero from British forces which 
moved in after Italy surrendered, 
the Germans waged a dual pur- 
pose struggle—to protect their 
first line of defense of the Balkans 
and to show the Turks that they 
still have power in the Aegean. 

Perhaps the main purpose of the 
Germans was to keep Turkey, 
which is friendly to the Allies, in 
a state of non-belligerency. The 
fight came close after a meeting at 
Cairo between British — Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden and Numan 
Menemencioglu, Turkish Foreign 
Minister. 

It remains to be seen what effect 
the German diversion in the 
Aegean will have on other fronts 
in the Balkans, Russia and Italy. 

Even before the loss of Lero was 
announced, the London press criti- 
cized the Dodecanese operations 
and there was some talk of a 
change of the British Middle East 
command as a result of the set- 
backs there. 

Gen. Sir Henry Maitland Wilson 
is British commander-in-chief in 
the Middle East. 

Isle Has Good Harbors. 

Possession of Lero gives the Ger- 
mans excellent harbors, including 
the naval base of Lakki Bay and 
the deep harbor of Alinda. 

The British-Italian garrison was 
kept under constant assault from 
German planes based on Rhodes, 
80 miles away. 

No further details on Lero— 
where only yesterday the Allied 
Position had been. reported 
strengthened—were given by the 
Allied communique, 

The British in September landed 
on Lero, Cos and Castelrosso in 
the Dodecanese and the Greek is- 
land of Samos, less than 29 miles 
north of Lero, In mid-Octofer, the 
Germans said they had retaken 
Castelrosso. 

(Other Allied landings have been 
indicated but not announced offi- 
cially. The Germans have claimed 
re-occupation of Simi and Stam- 
palia (Astypalaea). They also re- 
ported repulse of a British Com- 
mando raid in October against 
everything it can with what it 
has.”

to reach that figure.” 

A decision on whether the cam- 
paign will be extended beyond the 
official closing day will be made 
at Friday’s luncheon meeting at 
the DeSoto, he said. That decision 
will hinge on the number of divi- 
sions that have reached their 
goals. 

So far in the lagging campaign, 
only three divisions have reached, 
or passed their quotas. Those are 
the St. Louis County Division, 
which reported $15,196 in pledges 
today to bring it slightly over its 
goal of $162,000; North Division, 11 
per cent over its goal of $35,400, 
with a total to date of $39,390, and 
the West-Central Women’s Divi- 
sion, 5 per cent over its goal of 
$97,100, with $102,421.

HEADQUARTERS, Nov. 17 (AP). 
—A spokesman for Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur today said Allied forces 
in the Southwest Pacific ‘were re- 
ceiving “much more than former- 
ly” in war supplies But that men 
and equipment available still were 
not large enough for a large-scale 
offensive against the Japanese.

BEIRUT, Nov. 16 (Delayed) 
(AP).—This picturesque capital of 
Lebanon, beautifully situated on 
the Mediterranean at the foot of 
a ring of mountains, continued 
calm—abnormally so—this morn- 
ing as it awaited the arrival of 
Gen. GeorgeS Catroux, Commis- 
sioner of State for the French 
Committee of National Liberation. 

Street cars and telephones still 
were not working. Shops were 
still closed and newspapers were 
not published. The only news from 
the outside world came from the 
radio. 

People circulate in the streets 
by day, but with a 6:30 curfew and 
blackout, the city takes on a 
ghostly quiet at night. 

Leaders Imprisoned. 

Catroux, assigned to investigate 
for the French Committee at Al- 
giers, will find the leaders of the 
old government locked in a for- 
tress somewhere in Lebanor, with 
the provisional government sitting 
somewhere in the mountains and 
composed of those members who 
are still at liberty. Meanwhile, 
Emile Eddeh is sitting in Beirut 
as head of what the Lebanese call 
a “puppet government.” 

The existence of the provisional 
government, which is headed by 
Habib Abishahla, former Minister 
of Justice, was confirmed by a 
group of correspondents who kept 
a rendezvous with one of the mem- 
bers in the mountains near Beirut. 
This government demands immedi- 
ate independence as voted by the 
now dissolved chamber and cites 
the British-French 1941 pledge at 
the time the British and the Free 
French invaded the country, then 
ruled by the Vichy French. It 
also points to the promises of the 
Atlantic Charter, Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull's six points on 
foreign policy and the Moscow 
agreement promise to give friend- 
ly support to all small nations, 

Five Killed Over Week End. 

American sources, who checked 
five hospitals in Beirut, said they 
found five youths had been killed 
and 40 wounded in riots over the 
week end, when disturbances were 
at a height. A reliable source es- 
timated the total wounded and 
killed throughout Lebanon to date 
at between 150 and 200. 


In Algiers, Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle told the French consulta- 
tive assembly that events in the 
Syria area were “only a passing in- 
cident” which should not be al- 
lowed to disturb friendly relations 
with the Arab world or disrupt 
French unity with the Allies, espe- 
cially Britain. 

De Gaulle added, “The French 
committee’s intention toward Leba- 
non has not changed. This inten- 
tion is to see created in Lebanon 
a normal constitutional situation 
so that we may discuss our com- 
mon affairs and interests in full 
independence.” 

Jean Helleu, French high com- 
missioner in Lebanon, is reported 
to have said that the French com- 
mittee ordered the action he took 
in arresting government leaders. A 
De Gaulle representative repeated, 
however, that he acted without 
knowledge of the committee. 


JAP RADIO SINKS 3 CARRIERS 
AND 4 OTHER U. S. WARSHIPS 


LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP).—The 
Tokyo radio asserted today that 
Japanese planes had sunk a large 
Allied aircraft carrier, two me- 
dium-sized carriers, three cruisers 
and a “large warship” not other- 
wise identified in a dawn attack 
south of Bougainville. 

The claim was in keeping with 
other recent Japanese reports of 
heavy losses inflicted upon the 
United States Navy, all of which 
American authorities have branded 
as pure inventions.

Kentucky Victor Speaks. 
Simeon S. Willis, tetarnerdlect 
of Kentucky, said the nation must 
not forget “the facts and the fac- 
tors that underlie the future wel- 
fare of our people, and the perma- 
nent progress of humanity. 

“It would be a tragedy, indeed, 
to win the war and the peace and 
then lose everything by economic, 
social and political blindness. The 
speed and success which has char- 
acterized our transition from 
peace to war must not be allowed 
to mislead,us regarding the mag- 
nitude of the problem of return- 
ing to peaceful pursuits, It will 
test the genius of our institutions 
to secure a safe and orderly res- 
toration and adjustment to post- 
war conditions.” 

Paul G. Hoffman, president of 
the Studebaker corporation and

To reach that: goal, he said, the 
nation must increase its gross na- 
tional output of goods and serv- 
ices to 130 million dollars, one- 
third above 1940.

NAZI DRIVE BROKEN

LONDON, Nov. 17 (AP).—The 
forces of Gen, Josip (Drug Tito) 
Broz have begun a_ counterof- 
fensive against German troops in 
some sections of Slovenia. A com- 
munique of the Partisans said to- 
day they had broken up a Nazi 
drive that began Oct, 12 in that 
part of Yugoslavia.

BRICKER FOR FULL 
POSTWAR OUTPUT, 
END 10 DEFICITS 


Tells Realty' Men Na- 
tional Debt Burden Can 


Be Met if Industry Is/ 


Given Freedom. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 17 (AP).— 
Gov. John W. Bricker of Ohio told 


=. |the National Association of Real 


Estate Boards today that the only 
way to meet the national debt bur- 
den was through full industrial 
production at present-day stan- 
dards and warned against contin- 
ued deficit financing after the war. 

In his first major speech since 
announcing his candidacy for the 
Republican presidential: nomina- 
tion, Bricker said: 

“With the coming of war, we 
faced no alternative to more deficit 
financing. Our national life was at 
stake. We had to build, almost 
overnight, defensive military weap- 


ons which we had so shamefully 
neglected, ... 

“We do not complain about this 
cost—only victory and national se- 
curity and world peace really mat- 
ter. Every dollar honestly and 
wisely spent for these purposes is 
more than worth the expenditure. 


Day of Reckoning. 


“But we must not close our eyes 
to the day of reckoning or fail to 
plan for it, The welfare of future 
generations is involved. They, with 
us, must lift the mortgage. Too 
many of the boys who fight the 
war for us will have to help pay 
its cost. Unless we do our full 
share to solve these problems and 
share with them the benefits, his- 
tory will haunt us with our fail- 
ures, 

“If given a chance, I believe we 
can meet this problem and at the 
same time retain our American 
way of life,” he said. “But it can- 
not be met under a system of bu- 
reaucratic regimentation or econ- 
omy of scarcity. It cannot be met 
by an administration that practices 
extravagance and waste. ... and 
it cannot be met by continued defi- 
cit financing after the war, That 
means national bankruptcy. 

“There is only one way to meet 
our debt burden. That is through 
full production, This means that 
we must forget our prewar produc- 
tion standards. We cannot think 
even in terms of 1940, We must 
think in terms of maintaining 
present-day production standards.” 

“And this is fully possible,”~ he 
added, reporting that the National 
Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment believes the nation must 
maintain an increase in produc- 
rth from 30 to 50 per cent above 


Need No New Philosophy. 

Bricker continued: “To accom- 
plish these ends we need no new 
philosophy of life. We need only 
to release the forces that made 
this country the greatest industrial 
producer of all time, . These 
forceg are not dead. They have 
been chained by arrogant bureauc- 
racy and unwise fiscal policy.” 

Reporting the Ohio tax rate $27 
per capita against a national 
average of $38, Bricker — now 
serving his third consecutive term 
as Governor—said Ohio in five 
years had paid off a debt of 40 
million and had a Treasury sur- 
plus of 65 million. Local govern- 
ment debt in the State now is half 
the billion dollars it was 10 years 
ago, he added. 

“The principal national cam- 
paign issue of 1932 was economy 
in government, a balanced budget, 
and the wiping out of deficits,” 
the Governor said. “But from the 
very beginning, the policy actually 
followed was deficit financing. Be- 
ing honest with our people and 
keeping promises would do more 
«-|to restore confidence in Govern- 
ment than any other factor, A 
campaign platform is a solemn 
compact with the people.”

NAZI ARSENAL IN GRENOBLE 
REPORTED FIRED BY FRENCH 


BERN, Switzerland, Nov. 17 
(AP).—Dispatches from Grenoble, 
France, to the newspaper La 
Suisse today said Grenoble citt- 
zens had attacked a German ar- 
senal in that city, killing 10 Nazi

GRIPSHOLM SAILS FOR U. S,

r.D.R. EASED ANTI-RED 
FEELING, PRAVDA SAYS 


Communist Paper Says Roose- 
velt Helped Overcome 
Prejudices.

MOSCOW, Nov. 17 (AP).— The 
Communist party newspaper 
Pravda, in an editorial on the 
tenth anniversary of the beginning 
of diplomatic relations between the 
Soviet Union and the United States, 
pointed today to increasingly 
friendly relations between the na- 
tions, and gave warm praise for 
American aid during the war. 

Referring to  lend-lease_ aid 
Pravda said “the good will of the 
American Government and* of the 
American people has been invested 
in these supplies.”

“Such ‘people still exist in the 
United States, but they have been 
unmasked. These are not only 
enemies of the Soviet Union but 
enemies of their own country as 
well. Secertary (of the Interior) 
Ickes in a public speech said these 
people would like Hitler to win the 
war.” 

The editorial then pointed to 
public meetings in the United 
States devoted to the Soviet Union 
and said that political leaders and 
the broad masses of the American 
people participated in them.

ICKES DENIES OL

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP).— 
Interior Secretary Ickes, as Petro- 
leum Administrator, denied today 
an assertion by Leon Henderson, 
former head of the Office of Price 
Administration, that the oil indus- 
try dominated the Petroleum Ad- 
ministration for War and described 
Henderson’s remarks as “naked in- 
accuracies and half-truths.” 

Ickes, in a letter to Representa 
tive Randolph (Dem.), West Vir- 
ginia, referred to a recent broad- 
cast by Henderson, in which the 
latter said a Baruch Committee on 
oil “might find that the oil ‘indus- 
try really runs the petroleum ad- 
ministration.” Randolph had 
called Ickes’ attention to the 
broadcast and asked for comment. 

“Neither a (Bernard) Baruch 
committee nor any other kind of 
committee will find that to be @ 
fact,” Ickes wrote Randolph. 
“Since its inception the Petroleum 
Administration for War, through 
its system of nation-wide industry 
committees, has utilized the re 
sources of the oil industry to gath- 
er facts and data on wartime oil 
problems and has sought the 
recommendations and advice of 
men who have spent their lives in 
the oil industry in the solution of 
these problems.” 

Final decisions and orders, how- 
ever, “have always been the re 
sponsibility of the Petroleum Ade 
ministration for War as a govern- 
ment agency,” Ickes declared. 

Ickes contested Henderson's fig- 
ures On petroleum product reserves 
and available supplies fer the cur- 
rent season, saying Henderson 
“jumbles naked inaccuracies and 
half-truths to give a completely 
unreal picture of the supply of 
petroleum products available for 
consumption in the Eastern 
States.” 

Ickes declared “we expect to 
provide no lesg heating oil in the 
East coast area this winter than 
was provided last winter” and be- 
cause of improved transportation 
“we confidently expect to better 
last winter’s performance.” 

Ickes denied Henderson's state- 
ment that “at least 16 of the top 
Government officials who control 
oil are connected with leading oil 
companies.”

Preliminary estimates place the 
cost of the wheat subsidy at ap- 
proximately nine million dollars a 
month. 

It was learned that the Office 
of Price Administration, the War 
Food Administration, and Vin- 
son's office had determined on the 
subsidy program as the only alter- 
native to a retail price increase 
for bread estimated at between 
one and two cents per pound loaf. 
The subsidy will be paid at the 
“ mill level, according to the pres- 
ent draft of the plan, which is 
on Vinson’s desk for final ap- 
proval. 

Millers and bakers have been 
complaining to OPA for some 
months about a developing 
“squeeze” between increasing 
wheat prices and their permitted 
flour and bread price ceilings.

Violations So Numerous 
Control Is Major Effort 
of OPA, Price Panel 
Member Tells Union. 


Many local restaurants are fla- 
grantly violating price ceilings, 
charging from 25 to 40 per cent 
more on some items than they did 
last April, John I, Rollings, exec- 
utive secretary of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, and 
member of the citizens’ price 
panel which investigates reports 


of violations, charged in a public 
address last night. 

Restaurant price violations are 
so numerous that enforcement of 
ceilings in this field has become 
a major effort of the Office of 
Price Administration, Rollings told 
union delegates at a meeting in 
Carpenters’ Hall, 1411 North Grand 
boulevard. 

F. L. Younce, president of the 
St. Louis Stewards’ and Caterers’ 
Association, denied the charge. He 
pointed out that restaurants are 
required to post ceiling prices, 
which are based on prices charged 
during the week of last April 4-10, 
and customers have the means of 
detecting overcharges. 

There may be a few scattered 
violations, Younce admitted, but 
members of the association, num- 
bering about 120, are observing 
price regulations “to the letter.” 

The St. Louis OPA office de- 
clined to comment on Rollings’ 
charge. 

When a rollback in restaurant 
prices to the April levels became 
effective Oct. 25, the OPA and 
restaurant officials estimated the 
reduction in prices would be less 
than 1 per cent. 

Previously, however, there had 
been complaints of “outrageous” in- 
creases in food prices, leading the 
OPA to order the rollback.

INSURANCE BILL 
APPROVED, 1b-v, 
BY HOUSE GROUP 


Author Says Measure’s 
Aim Is to Re-emphasize 
Exemption From Anti- 
trust Laws. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP).— 
The House Judiciary Committee, 
by a vote of 16 to 5, approved yes- 
terday legislation which would ex- 
empt the insurance business from 
the Federal antitrust laws. 

Representative Walter (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, the bill’s author, 
said it was identical with a Sen- 
ate proposal which recently drew 
opposition from the Justice De- 
partment. He said the purpose of 
the legislation is to re-emphasize 
the exemption, in the face of a 
Justice Department antitrust suit 
now pending in a United States 
Court of Appeals. 

A United States District Court 
quashed the Government’s original 
indictment, holding that the insur- 
ance business is not commerce and 
thus is not covered under the Clay- 
ton and Sherman acts. 

Walter's bill specifies that noth- 
ing in the Sherman or Clayton acts 
“shall be construed to apply to the 
business of insurance or to acts 
in the conduct of that business or 
in any wise to impair the regula- 
tion of that business by the sev- 
eral states.”

FOG IS ACCUSED

Broadcasters’ Leader Deplores 
Failure to Act on Newspaper 
Ownership Question. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP).— 
Radio progress is being retarded, a 
broadcasting industry spokesman 
said today, by the Federal Com- 
munications’ Commission’s delay in 
deciding whether newspapers 
should be permitted to own radio 
stations. 

Neville Miller, president of the 
National Association of Broadcast- 
ers, told the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee that FCC for 
more than two years hag held the 
matter open without decision, let- 
ting numerous newspaper applica- 
tions for station permits or trans- 
fers lie inactive. 

“A lot of people look to news- 
papers with their resources to help 
in pioneering in the radio field, 
particularly in frequency modula- 
tion,” Miller said. 

“But today these newspapers, 
ready and willing to enter radio, 
are reluctant because they are 
afraid they may acquire radio 
properties only to have the com- 
mission later turn around and say 
‘no, you can’t come in.’” 

He appealed for legislation that 
would “make manifestly clear not 
only the functions of the commis- 
sion but the procedure to be em- 
ployed by it in the exercise of those 
functions.” :

cent cut in total use, were recom- 
mended today yb the newspaper 
industry advisory committee of the 
War Production Board. 

Harry M. Bitner, director of the 
WPB printing and publishing di- 
vision, said the recommendations 
probably would be followed in the 
conservation order to be issued by 
the division. 

The Advisory Committee deci- 
sion, announced aftef a two-day 
session, recommended that the 
basic 23 per cent cut be distributed 
on a sliding scale adopted by the 
committee at its Oct. 19 meeting. 

The 23 per cent reduction will 
be made on the basis of consump- 
tion in the first quarter of 1941. 
The sliding scale ranges from no 
reduction for very small newspa- 
pers to 28 per cent for the larger 
papers. 

Total savings in newsprint, if 
the recommendations are adopted, 
approximate 194,000 tons. 

The committee suggested that 
any saving effected in any quarter 
of 1944 be carried over for subse- 
quent use. The committee ad- 
journed to meet in January to rec- 
ommend newsprint quotas for en- 
suing quarters of 1944,

Death Rate of Wounded Soldiers 
Only Half That in First World War

World War. 

The Office of War Information 
reported last night in the first 
comprehensive survey of care of 
the war wounded that the service 


man who “stops one” has better 
than 96 chances in 100 to survive 


his wounds in this conflict. 


Shock and infection were the 
great killers of the wounded in 
1917-18. In the present war, blood 
plasma transfusions greatly re- 
duce the shock danger, and sulfa 
drugs have minimized the possi- 
bility of infection, both the Army 
and the Navy reported. 

Better and faster treatment of 
the wounded also play a major 
part in reducing deaths from 
wounds, the OWI said. Both the 
Army and the Navy have revised 
their procedures for attending 
wounded men, having moved 
dressing stations almost up to the 
front lines. 

“In the last war, wounded men 
were brought to the hospital,” the 
OWI reported, “in this war, the 
hospital goes to the wounded men.’ 

Army records show that only 35 
out of every 1000 men wounded 
now succumb to their battle in- 
juries, compared to a death rate 
of 60 per 1000 in the last war. The 
Navy now loses only 31.6 men in 
each 1000 wounded, less than half 
the 73.5 who died of wounds in 
1917-18. The Marine Corps re- 
ports 31.5 deaths per 1000 wound- 
ed. down from the 120 deaths per 
1000 fecorded a quarter century 
ago. 

One soldier was killed by 1918 
weapons for every six wounded. 
The deadly power of today’s 
weapons is shown by the fact that 
one soldier is killed for every 
three wounded. Navy records 
show a ratio of one killed to one- 
plus wounded (6076 dead and 7810 
wounded at the time of the survey) 
which is twice the rate of World 
War days. 

Between 50 and 60 per cent of 
men who suffered head wounds 
died in 1917 and 1918. Deaths 
from head wounds have been cut 
o 9 per cent in the current war. 

In North Africa, 400 sailors were 
badly burned when their ship ex- 
ploded. Under World War condi- 
ions. 100 would have died within 
& hours. Only four of the 400 
died, due to prompt treatment with 
plasma, the OWI reported. 

The survey also noted that the 
percentage of necessary amputa- 
ions has been reduced in this war, 

ecause of reduced infection and 

emorrhage. 

The pain of wounds is also great- 
y minimized now, through the 
more widespread use of morphine 
yrettes, which even an inexperi- 

nced man can use.

throttled.” Rumors of their en- 
gagement were denied by the Bel- 
gian royal family 19 times in six 
years,

Even on the day their betrothal 
Was announced the shadow of 
tragedy intervened. An assassin 
fired at Prince Umberto as the 
Prince was placing a wreath on 
the tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
at Brussels. The Prince, true to 
royal tradition, completed the cere- 
mony with outward composure, 
consoling his fiancee when she 
ran to him and kissed him at a 
subsequent reception. 
But the near tragedy—a fore- 
taste of coming, events—didn’t in- 
terfere with elaborate prepara- 
tions for the royal nuptials. Balls, 
receptions, other lavish entertain- 
ments preceded the wedding which 
was marked by a splendor forever 
gone. Three Kings, representa- 
tives of two others, two Queens, 
28 Princes and 26 Princesses at- 
tended the ceremony in the his- 
toric Pauline chapel of the Qui- 
rinal Palace at Rome. Most of 
their thrones are no more.

Your point- 
ing the finger at race bigotry and the 
neglect and delinquency of youth ex- 
poses some of the most crucial weakness- 
es in our social framework. 

The increasing recognition by our peo- 
ple that peace in the postwar world re- 
quires our country to assume its right- 
ful place in the community of nations 
needs to be accompanied by the realiza- 
tion that prejudice and persecution are 
as alien to democracy as Herrenvolk; 
that a democratic society cannot go on 
being healthy while people hold ideas 
that color and race are reasonable stand- 
ards for judging individuals or groups. 
That this realization has not penetrated 
the thinking of our people is a source of 
real despair regarding the security of 
our way of life. 

The traceability of so much of the 
teen-age crisis to the dereliction of moth- 
ers is a forcible argument for a labor 
draft for women, which by over-all con- 
trol of the supply of woman-hours would 
restrict the availability of mothers of 
young children for, industrial service. 
This situation cries for planning in the 
absence of good judgment on the part 
of individuals, HELEN P. BOOTH.

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The Case Against Huffman 


The latest piece of ineptness in the long series 
of bungles that has marked. Edwin E. Huffman’s 
mishandling of the gambling-machine clean-up 
came yesterday—the Police Board president ad- 
mitted responsibility, and presented a remark- 
ably feeble explanation, for calling off the police 
guards on lookout duty at the distributers’ head- 
quarters. This action, of course, made it possible 
for many of the devices to be spirited away be- 
fore the arrival of the Sheriff’s raiding parties, 
and to a large extent defeated the whole pur- 
pose of the move against the racket. 

This was the climax of Huffman’s sorry record 
of failure and muffed opportunities for drastic 
action to stamp out violation of the gambling 
laws. It was at least the sixth glaring error in 
his course of procedures, and his “explanation” 
can best be understood against the background 
of the five that preceded it. 

Error No. 1 was Huffman’s attempted white- 
wash of the police soon after the Post-Dispatch 
had disclosed that the city had been flooded with 
gambling machines, that they were concentrated 
in certain police districts, where they operated 
with immunity, that some merchants reported 
part of their revenue was set aside as payment 
for police protection. Huffman said a good many 
machines had been seized, that it was difficult 
to make cases, that grand juries and the Circuit 


, Attorney’s office weren’t helpful—in short, “The 


police can do no Wrong.” 

Error No. 2 came when Huffman failed to sign 
the search warrants prepared by Circuit Attor- 
ney Hennings for seizing the gambling machines 
known to be stored on the premises of distribu- 
ters. The warrants were drawn under a statute 
which would have made possible a clean sweep 
of the racket, but Huffman shied away. 

Error No. 3 was Huffman’s excuse for failing 
to sign the warrants—his acceptance of the legal 
arguments made by J. Ray Weinbrenner, attorney 
for the association of slot-machine distributers 
and for the McCall Novelty Co., the major firm 
in the business. Instead of taking the judgment 
of the Circuit Attorney, who held that the pro- 
posed procedure was entirely in order, he took 
that of the slot-machine lawyer! 

Error No. 4 was the Police Board’s action in 
demoting eight Sergeants of the Lucas Avenue 
District to the rank of patrolman, without a 
public hearing and without any. action whatever 
as to Capt. Albert T. Wetzel, in charge of the 
district and, of course, responsible to the board 
for what went on there. This was the district 
where three-fourths of the machines for which 
Federal licenses had been bought were operating. 

Error No. 5 was removal of the police details 
that had been on guard at the major distributers’ 
headquarters since the discussion of warrants 
began. The Sheriff's raiders, sent out with war- 


rants signed by Circuit Judge Mason after Huff- 


man had defaulted, found slim pickings, Four 
truckloads of McCall’s machines, and five truck- 
loads owned by other distributers, have turned 
up in East St. Louis—all moved out of the city 
as recently as yesterday. More than 400 other 
machines, removed to St. Louis County, were 
seized yesterday by Sheriff Willmann—and with- 
out any quibbling over warrants. 

This drastic action in the county makes Huff- 
man’s attempted explanation of his failure the 
more preposterous. He says that the policemen 
he removed were there only for the purpose of 
observation, with no authority beyond that. The 
Circuit Attorney held no such theory, and neither 
did previous Police Board presidents, such as 
Maj. Albert Bond Lambert. 

Huffman also says that the first press com- 
ment of two weeks before “gave proprietors no- 
tice upon which to take any action with refer- 
ence to removal which they desired.” It also 
gave the police notice. It gave them ample time 
to step in and seize every machine before any 
could be moved away. It was solely because of 
Huffman’s obstructionism that this was not done, 

The case against Huffman is not complete with- 
out mentioning that he acted, not only against 
the judgment of the Ciycuit Attorney, but against 
that of his fellow-Commissioners, Louis Shifrin 
and Thomas F. Muldoon. He also went against 
the judgment of Police Chief James J. Mitchell. 
Were all of them wrong and only Huffman right? 

It is inconceivable. The case for his removal 
from office, because of sheer: incompetence, is a 
most compelling one on the basis of the cold facts 
alone, 

This is an opportunity for Gov. Donnell to act, 
just as Gov. Park acted in 1936 when he ousted 
the four members of the Waechter Election Board 
“for the betterment of the public service.”

To Erase An Old Stigma 


The bill for repeal of the Chinese exclusion 
acts cannot be said to have a great deal to do 
with the’ national immigration policy. The num- 
ber of Chinese to be admitted annually (only 
107) is so small that it can have no important 
effect upon the country’s economy. This num- 
ber, competent authorities say, is actually less 
than the number of Chinese that now enter the 
United States illegally. 

What matters a great deal in connection with 
the bill is the righting of an old injustice to the 
Chinese, and a formal sign of America’s high 
respect for its gallant allys The Chinese have 
felt aggrieved not so much by the actual exclu- 
sion as by being singled out by name as undesir- 
ables. The House acted last month to remove 
this stigma by passage of the Magnuson bill. 
Now a subcommittee has recommended that the 
Senate follow suit. A powerful propaganda 
weapon will be wrested from Japanese hands if 
the Senate promptly does so. 
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Press Subsidies Worry the Senate 


Many doubts, qualms, misgivings and uncer- 
tainties were present in the Senate yesterday 
when it passed the Bankhead bill, providing for 
Government payment for newspaper advertising. 
That was shown by the closeness of the vote, 
40 to 35. It was shown even more plainly by 
the fact that the proposed fund was cut in two— 
shaved down to 12% to 15 millions a year instead 
of the original 25 to 30 millions. 

It is apparent that many Senators, while keenly 
aware of the political value of pushing a bill to 
favor small-town newspapers with Federal funds, 
are beginning to wonder if a subsidy to the press 
is desirable, after all. If it is desirable, then why 
wasn’t the amount of money proposed by the bill 


doubled or tripled, instead of being cut in two? 
Senator Truman summed up the case against 
the bill when he sald: “Whatever party is in 
power, it is a bad thing to use Federal money 
to subsidize the press.” | 

The pretext that this plan: will help sell war 
bonds is exploded by the fact that Secretary Mor- 
genthau, who would rather sell bonds than eat, 
is opposed to it. The bill proposes nothing more 
than a politically inspired subsidy to the press, 
an entering wedge to destruction of its cherished 
independence. The Senate’s visible worry about 
the wisdom of such a course inspires hope that 
the House will have enough political courage to 
defeat the bill. 


Mr.. Hull’s Report 

Mr. Hull was at his best in his report to the 
press on the results of the Moscow conference; 
it fairly glowed with enthusiasm; it presented 
new facts; it contained stimulating suggestions; 
it radiated the Secretary’s optimism that a new 
and vastly important foundation hag been laid 
for world co-operation ‘of the great powers, 

At the time of the Quebec conference in August, 


relations between the Soviet Union, on the one 


hand, and the United States’ and Britain, on the 
other, were at their worst. A long series of dis- 
agreements, open and covert, had culminated in 
the disturbing fact that Russia had not been in- 
vited to attend that meeting. 

Public concern over the possibility of a serious 
rift in the United Nations’ front became highly 
vocal, so much so that Mr, Churchill, in his 
speech of Aug. 31, took sharp notice of it and 
promised to do everything in his power to bring 
about a meeting of the three powers. And now, 
less than three months later, the Moscow Decla- 
ration is a historic fact. 

Secretary Hull feels that the declaration has 
been approved by the great body of American 
public opinion, adding the warning that, if the 
Moscow program were not carried through, there 
“would be no program at all. This is directed 
at those who are now caviling at this great 
accomplishment. As to his own reception in 
Russia, he said he had no mofe agreeable per- 
sonal contacts at any conference, This goes 
from Marshal Stalin down. 

To reassure those who feel that much. went 
on behind the scenes not reported to the public, 
Mr. Hull said flatly that no secret agreements 
were made, having in mind, no doubt, such agree- 
ments as the Treaty of ‘London during the last 
war that played so important a part in the fail- 
ures of the Versailles conference. 

Although the declaration promising Italy a 
regime based on fréedom of speech, of religious 
worship, of political belief and of press wag con- 
fined to that country alone, Mr,. Hull now sass 
this is the anti-Fascist pattern to be followed 
by the Allies with respect to all the liberated 
countries of Europe. This is warm: reassurance 
to those who have felt that American and Brit- 
ish foreign policy, in some instances, has been 
at dangerous cross-purposes with the major aims 
of the war. 

What was done about the vexing question of 
the second front is, of course, unknown and un- 
knowable just now, but even as to this Hull re- 
plied pointedly that his conversations with the 
Russians were amicable throughout the confer- 
ence, 

No doubt Secretary Hull will expand. upon the 
results of his mission in his appearance before 
a joint session of Congress tomorrow. But 
the preliminary outline he has given us of the 
Moscow meeting is just about the most hearten- 
ing news, of a diplomatic nature, that has come 
out of this war so far. There could have been 
no real international co-operation without Russia 
—a country, Mr, Hull reminds us, which has more 
economic interests in common with the United 
States and fewer conflicting ones than any other, 
Now that co-operation is assured. It is a cause 
for rejoicing.

Acute attention will center on.the Ameri- 
can Government for signs of its attitude 
toward the shake-up in the French Commit- 
tee for National Liberation at Algiers. 
There seems at this time much to be said 
for modification of Washington’s policy 
toward the committee and the De Gaullists, 


First of all, the military position has 
changed radically. But beyond this, the 
political situation, which was so intertwined 
with the military when the Americans in- 
vaded Africa, seems almost to have re- 
versed itself. Had the De Gaullists, when 
Gen. Eisenhower landed, been asserting the 
influence they exercise today, the case for 
dealing with Adm. Darlan would have been 
much less clear. 


A more flexible policy than that so far 
followed now seems called for. Indeed, 
adoption of a more flexible policy before 
now might have produced better results all 
around. Had Washington's arrangements 
provided more room for Gen. De Gaulle, 
it is possible that Gen, Giraud today would 
find more room in the French Commiittee. 


Aftermath Was Unfortunate 


The rise of Gen. De Gaulle and the de- 
cline of Gen, Giraud have been speeded by 
miscalculations at Washington, One result 
of these miscalculations may be seen in 
the aftermath of the much-controverted 
visit of Gen, Giraud to the United States on 
Washington's invitation. 

That visit seemed designed to bolster his 
prestige above that of the other co-presi- 
dent of the French Committee. 
reported that when he returned to Algiers, 
he found himself with less prestige, and his 
rival, Gen. De Gaulle, with much more, than 
before the visit took place. 


But it is | 


American attentions to Gen. Giraud have 
tended to mark him in French eyes as an 
agent of American power on French soil. 
As such, he could not flourish in French 
politics. 

Gen, Giraud’s departure from the commit- 
tee followed immediately upon the gather- 
ing in Algiers of the new Consultative As- 
sembly, made up in part of leaders of the 
French underground, recently smuggled out 
of France, 

Gen. Giraud is said to have no political 
ambitions and therefore to be an unequal 
match for Gen. De Gaulle in political fenc- 
ing. But he also suffers in French eyes 
from his connection with developments 
which at times have seemed to favor col- 
laborationists and even Fascists, 


New Expediency. Emerges 


In these circumstances, it would be a 
mistake for American leaders to pursue 
tactics designed primarily to recoup the 
Giraud prestige, though it would be unfair 
not to take account of his disavowal of 
personal ties with Vichy. 


Another argument for overhauling Ameri- 
can policy is the need to establish better 
liaison between the French underground 
and the Allied forces before an invasion 
of metropolitan France begins. The voice 
of this underground, as heard at Algiers 


through the Consultative Assembly, does 


not bespeak sufficient understanding be- 
tween Frenchmen in France and their 
allies. 


It is time for a reassessment of French 
policy in Washington. If at last the ex- 
pedient is beginning to ally itself with 
the ideal, which few pretended it was doing 
a year ago,*so much the better. 


“Private” Not Always “Free” Enterprise 


From the Chicago Daily News. 


The postwar talk is developing a lan- 
guage of its own, and a rather badly mud- 
died one. The terms “private enterprise” 
and “free enterprise” are used interchange- 
ably, as if history were not full of “private 
enterprise” that was not “free enterprise.” 
Really free enterprise did not exist in the 
Middle Ages except for a few wandering 
peddlers, 

‘In the age: of mercantilism, European 
governments interfered in every branch 
of trade that appreciably affected the in- 
flow or outflow of precious metals, and 
patents of monopoly granted by Kings 
were often as common as patents of no- 
bility. The great chartered companies such 
as the Muscovy Company and the LHast 
India Company~were not “free enterprises.” 
In our day railroads, gas companies, power 
companies and traction companies are 
barely private, and certainly not free. 

The American passion for free enter- 
prise is a priceless heritage from an era 
of free, or virtually free, land when any 
man with ambition and industry could 
start a farm, We liked that sort of thing, 
and the world-wide passion of peasantries 
for the Good Earth shows that it is uni- 
versally and deeply rooted. Free indus- 
trial enterprise flourished in Great Brit- 
ain, as never before, and here also, in the 
earlier stages of the factory system, when 
one of the first effects of machine pro- 


duction was to speed the breaking up of 
ancient guild monopolies. 

To say that production on larger scales 
today, and the large corporation required 
in some lines of heavy production, cannot 
be adapted to the free and fluid economic 
life that Americans prefer ig to charge that 
we are a people technologically bright, but 
politically and legally dumb, The thing is 
largely a problem of corporate financial 
structure and the maintenance of free 
trade in sound securities, with real partici- 
pation of ownership in the selection of 
policy-making corporate directors. 

In the liquidation of Government invest- 
ment in war plants and in the reconversion 
of war plants to purposes of peace produc- 
tion, we have an opportunity to accelerate 
the diffusion of corporate ownership, The 
suggestion of this newspaper, that holders 
of war bonds be given privileges of con- 
verting bonds into stocks of new industrial 
corporations formed to operate some of the 
Government-built properties, suggests one 
approach to more. private enterprise that 
can also be free enterprise,

“The New Sun” fs a warm, human sun 
that glows with the light of democracy. It 
is a pictorial autobiography by a Japanese 
artist who suffered persecution and torture 
at the hands of the military masters of 
Japan and eventually escaped to America, 
where he continues his activities against 
the Japanese Fascists. 

Returning to his home one evening, 
Yashima found the house strangely silent. 
Three strangers were waiting for him. His 
wife was already in prison. The three 
strangers started to take him away. When 
he asked why, they slapped him and thus 
began his nightmare at the hands of the 
Tokkoka, Japan’s secret police, es 

The drawings are a painter's drawings, 
many of them showing a strong influence 
of Vincent Van Gogh,- but they are no 
slavish imitations. They bring the fresh 
breath of Mother Earth, the clank of prison 
gates and the pain of torture chambers, 
from one who has lived through these ex- 
+periences. They are the universal voice of 
the common man in his struggle against 
tyranny, uncommonly expressed. 

Taro Yashima is a fighter for democracy 
worthy to stand with his Japanese-Ameri- 
can cousins now battling the Nazis with Lé, 
Gen. Clark’s Fifth Army in Italy. Of such 
stuff is the hope of a New Sun in the Ori- 
ent and of free men everywhere.

HE trouble in Lebanon demonstrates how urgently necessary it 
is to begin acting at once on the promise of the Moscow agree- 
It is that, while the four great powers who signed the

Syria and Lebanon were under a 
French mandate from the League 
“sf Nations, and when Vichy 
France made an armistice with 
Germany in 1940 the French rulers 
of Syria and Lebanon chose to 
adhere to Petain. By the spring 


of 1941 Vichy -had connived at. 


German infiltration into Syria as 
Vichy had agreeg to the Japanese 
occupation of Indo-China. These 
were the preliminary steps to the 
great Germasi-Japanese pincers 
movement that was to meet in 
the Indian Ocean, thereby isolat- 
ing Russia and China and break- 
ing apart th@ British Empire. 

To forestall this grandiose plan 
an army composed of Free French, 
Belgian, British and British Im- 
perial troops entered Syria in 
June, 1941, and, after a campaign 
against the Vichy French, occu- 
pied the country. By this bold and 
successful move they closed the 
back door to Turkey, Egypt and 
the whole Middle East, and so 
made secure the base from which 
more than a year later Alexander 
and Montgomery attacked Rom- 
mel. 

Since Syria was a French man- 
date the political administration 
was given by the British to the 
Free French, and Gen. De Gaulle 
appointed Gen. Georges Catroux 
as High Commissioner to the 
Middle East. In his declaration 
of June 8, 1941, to the people of 
Syria and Lebanon, Catroux an- 
nounced that he had “come to 
put an end to the mandatory re- 
gime and to proclaim you free and 
independent. . . . Your independ- 
ent and sovereign status will be 
guaranteed by a treaty in which 
our mutual relations will be de- 
fined.”

Rivalry Continued. 

FTER that the history is ob- 

scure and tangled. But it has 
lorg been known that the British 
and French were not getting on 
well, and that their ancient rivalry 
in this part of the world contin- 
ued. The tragic personal friction 
between Churchill and De Gaulle 
had its main beginning in Syria, 
and if Gen. De Gaulle has been 
a difficult man for the British to 
deal with in Syria, it must be said 
in fairness that Churchill’s per- 
sonal appointee in Syria, Gen. 
Spears, was an almost impossible 
man for any one to deal with. 

This is the view not only of the 
French but of very nearly all in- 
formed and disinterested English- 
men and Americans. There is a 
jingle, current among Englishmen 
about him, which gives an idea of 
his reputation; 

Ride a cock horse to the Syrian 
cross 

To see a fine General ride 
high horse. 

Spears on his fingers and 
on his toes, 

He shall make trouble wherever 
he goes. 

The French successor to Gen. 
Catroux, Helleu, appears to have 
been an equally unfortunate ap- 
pointment. For it is this Helleu 
who lost his head and wtihout 
consulting his allies started arrest- 
ing and firing on the Lebanese 
when they declared their inde- 
pendence without waiting to nego- 
tiate a treaty—which, to compli- 
cate matters further, the French 
National Committee, not being a 
sovereign government, lacks the 
power to make.

tee has in effect disavowed Hel- 
leu and has sent Gen. Catroux to 
Syria, with full power to settle 
the matter. At this distance and 
with the information now available 
here, it is impossible to have an 
opinion in regard to the practical 
measures needed to make a set- 
tlement. 

But this much is clear enough. 
A settlement must be sought in 
which the French participate, and 
any temptation there may be to 
use this unhappy affair as the 
occasion for expelling the French 
committee from the United Na- 
tions councils must be resisted. 
There will be some in London and 
in Washington who will be tempt- 
ed. If they yield, they will jeop- 
ardize much that was achieved at 
the Moscow conference and they 
will store up more trouble in the 
Middle East and in Asia than they 
can possibly hope to cure by any 
panicky and angry action in this 
emergency, 


Difficult Problems. 


The problems of the Middle East 
are extremely difficult and com- 
plicated. But the war can no 
longer be won or lost in the Mid- 
dle East as it might have been 
won or lost in 1941-’42, Therefore, 
the problems of the Middle East 
fall within the scope of that larger 
international organization which 
was promised at Moscow. To at- 
tempt to settle them now by a 
British decision alone, even with 
American support, will almost cer- 
tainly set a most dangerous prece- 
dent. 

For, if we take a broad view, 
this would mean that Britain was 
in effect the sole Western power 
dealing with the Moslem world. 
This is not in the interest of 
Britain, or of the Moslem peoples, 
or of the world, This whole region 
is beyond the reach of any genu- 
ine, vital and enduring American 
national interest, and the British 
will be very unwise indeed if they 
adopt a policy based on the, as- 
sumption that in this region they 
can count upon the United States‘ 
to play the role of junior partner 
and brilliant second. Only in a 
general way, only as a member of 
an organized society of many 
states, can and will the United 
States for long participate in the 
affairs of this distant region of 
the earth. 


. . . 

For this reason France is indis- 
pensable to the British in the 
Mediterranean as she is in West- 
ern Europe. Britain needs France, 
as she will need Russia and China, 
to avoid drifting into a dangerous 
isolation in the presence of the 
Moslem, and also of the Hindu 
world. | 

For the problems of this vast 
region are insoluble by Britain 
alone, and they will never become 
sufficiently the concern of the 
United States to cause us to play 
a large and continuing role. If 
the British act alone, and not 
within the framework of United 
Nations collaboration, they will 
find that as the problems of the 
Middle East develop, the isgues 
will tend to drive Britain and the 
United States apart. 

For these reason the problem 
of Lebanon, just because it may 
set a precedent, calls for the kind 
of co-operation which Eden and 
Hull represented so successfully 
at Moscow, This means a scrupu- 
lous care to avoid now any 
brusque decisions which ignore 
the principle of co-operation,

EZIO PINZA SINGS 
TO OVERFLOW CROWD 


Music League Season With 
Brilliant Recital.

The Civic Music League began 
its season last night in the Kiel 
Auditorium by presenting Ezio 
Pinza, the celebrated basso, in a 
song recital. It was an auspicious 
beginning, for Mr. Pinza’s perform- 
ance was one in which the vitality 
of a great natural singer was con- 
ditioned and reinforced by an 
artistry of the higeest cultivation. 
The program was divided into 
Italian, French and _ English 
groups, with the famous “Cata- 
logue -Aria” from Mozart’s “Don 
Giovanni” at the end. Two selec- 
tions from little known operas of 
Handel were rightly included in 
the Italian group and most of the 
songs in English were by Ameri- 
can composers. It was a program 
in which every provision was made 
for contrast and variety. Humor, 
pathos, drama and simple grass 
roots sentiment were all represent- 
ed and, while the mean level of 
greatness was not as high as in 
certain previous concerts by this 
artist, nothing was included which 
might be regarded as a bid for 
easy success. 

The first number on Mr. Pinza’s 
program, “Cara Sposa” from Han- 
del’s “Rinaldo,” was largely a 
warming-up exercise in which in- 
equalities of production and a 
definite hardness of tone were 
much in evidence, By the time 
he reached the aria from Da Gag- 
liano’s “La Flora,” his vocal re- 
sources were well in hand, The 
relaxed and simple presentation of 
this little aria was apparently ef- 
fortless but was actually a prime 
demonstration of cultivated sing- 
ing, in which purity of line, sub- 
tlety of coloring and a _ closely 
controlled dynamic range of nar- 
row limits, all played their part. 
‘It is no exaggeration to say that 
Mr. Pinza brought the seemingly 
just style and the appropriate 
feeling to everything he sang. The 
outstanding numbers were there- 
fore made so by the music itself. 
These were the folksong “Il Mari- 
tino,” an exercise in fanciful hu- 
mor, the tenderly poetic “Trois 
Jours de Vendage” by Reynaldo 
Hahn, Martini’s “Plaisir d'Amour," 
and of course, the aria from “Don 
Giovanni.” In the Mozart aria, 


Mr. Pinza made the rough and sly 


humor of Leporello quite as real 
to the audience as if it had been 
hearing the whole opera. The 
overflow audience, in fact, was ex- 
tremely attentive and responsive 
throughout the whole concert, 
Mr, Pinza was acaompanied by 
Gibner King, an excellent pianist, 
— also played three solo num- 
ers,

CANCER AND HEREDITY 
RESEARCH DESURIBED 


Dr. Clarence Little, in Barn- 
ard Lecture, Tells How Ten- 
dency Is Passed On. 


Four ways in which children 
may inherit a weakness for cancer 
were discussed by Dr. Clarence C. 
Little of Bar Harbor, Me., who 
gave the annual Barnard Hospital 
lecture last night at the St. Louis 
Medical Society auditorium, 3839 
Lindell boulevard, 

He pointed out that up until 10 
years ago the view was held that 
the tendency to cancer was passed 
from parents to their children al- 
most entirely through the sex 
cells, but recent discoveries have 
shown there are at least three im- 
portant stages after fertilization

when the child may inherit a 
weakness for the disease. 

Dr. Little is head of the Roscoe 
B. Jackson Memorial Laboratories 
at Bar Harbor, and for’ the past 
14 years has been managing di- 
rector of the American Society for 
the Control of Cancer. His talk 
last night was based on findings 
at the Jackson Laboratories, where 
a constant population of some 
78,000 mice are kept for experi- 
ments. 

One chance, after fertilization, 
for an inherent cancer tendency 
is when the embryo passes from 
the ovary, coming in contact with 
various secretions from the 
mother’s body, which may affect 
it, Dr. Little said. Another chance 
is after the fertilized egg begins 
to receive blood from the mother. 

Inherited Weakness. 

Another, and very important, 
chance for inherent cancer weak- 
ness, comes after birth and during 
the period of nursing from the 
breast, Dr. Little said. “Mother 
milk has a tremendous effect upon 
the incidence of. cancer of the 
breast among mice,” he added. 

Dr. Little asserted that experi- 
ments among mice show that 
about 95 per cent of cases of can- 
cer of the lung derive from parent- 
al influence through the chromo- 
somes, inherited at the time of fer- 
tilization. On the other hand, he 
added, about 75 to 80 per cent of 
cases of inherent cancer of the 
breast derive from milk of the 
mother after the offspring is born. 

About 200 physicians and medi- 
cal students attended the lecture. 
Dr. Edmund V, Cowdry, director 
of research at the ,hospital and 
professor of anatomy at Washing- 
ton University, presided. 

Dr. Little spoke yesterday after- 
noon at a memorial service for Dr. 
Frederick J, Taussig, former pro- 
fessor at the Washington Univer- 


sity medical school and chairman 


of the Medical Board Executive 
Committee of Barnard Hospital, 
who died last August. Services 
were in the Sheldon Memorial

O’Mahoney Says Congress 
Shouldn’t Take View 
Practices Are Permis- 


sible in Risk Field.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.— Sen- 
ator Joseph C. O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, spearhead of the con- 
gressional bloc fighting the pro- 
posed legislation to exempt insur- 
ance companies from the anti- 


trust acts, made public yesterday a 
letter to Rodney Barrus, Insurance 
Commissioner of Wyoming. 

O'Mahoney, a member of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, which has the 
Senate bill under consideration, 
told Barrus that after a careful 
study of the measure he was giad 
to report there is nothing in it 
which would “in any way affect 
the jurisdiction of the states to 
regulate insurance within their 
boundaries.” 

The bill, he emphasized, would 
free the insurance business from 
the jurisdiction of the Sherman 
or Clayton Antitrust Acts and 
makes no mention of Federal reg- 
ulation. 

Opposes Monopoly. 

“The only question that remains, 
therefore,” he went on, “is wheth- 
er Congress should now say by law 
that monopolistic practices are 
permissible in the field of insur- 
ance. Frankly, I do not believe 
that Congress should make such a 
deciaration. . . . I am sure we 
have to make up our minds that 
monopolistic restraints should not 
be permitted in any business.” 

There already has been “a tre- 
mendous concentration” in fire in- 
surance, he went on. Out of a 
total of 348 stock companies writ- 
ing fire and marine insurance in 
the United States, he said, the five 


Famine Greatly Eased in Calcutta 
But Body Burners Still Are Busy 


60 Corpses a Day Consumed in Ghats—Land 
Sharks Reported Buying Farms and 
Crops for Pittance. 


By PRESTON GROVER 

CALCUTTA, Nov. 17 (AP).—The 
famine is still.on in Bengal. 

Hungry persons are on the 
streets, crying for food as they 
have been for the past two months, 
indicating inadequacy in the relief 
scheme, 

But the great hordes of beggars 
which made the second city of the 
British Empire the first city of 
starvation have largely been dis- 
persed. 

Completing my fifth tour of the 
famine stricken city I found the 
situation noticeably improved, but 
it still is grisly enough. All re- 
ports coming in from the remote 
countrysides where relief has not 
yet penetrated indicate the situa- 
tion in the rural sections still is 
bad. 

Indian land sharks, according to 
reports reaching here, are buying 
up land and crops from the hun- 
gry people for a pittance, and 
greatly enriching themselves. 

Some Indian peasants, unable to 
wait for the full ripening of the 
rice harvest, were reported selling 
their unharvested crops for one 
cent a pound. The Government’s 
fixed price for rice is about 70 
cents a pound and the black mar- 
ket is more than twice the Govern- 
ment figures. 

However, relief efforts are hav- 
ing their effect in Calcutta and 
the larger Bengal towns. Units of 
the Indian Army under British of- 
ficers now are on the job and are 


working with great efficiency. 
Grain ig moving from Calcutta into 
the countryside rapidly. 

The death rate from starvation 
in Calcutta slowly is decreasing 
as the Government rounds up hun- 
gry persons for removal to camps. 

Fantastic rumors concerning the 
Government’s roundup, however, 
have frightened thousands of In- 
dians into fleeing Calcutta. One 
tale is that the men are being 
rounded up for the Army and that 
the women ‘are being sent into 
houses of prostitution. There is 
not a vestige of truth in such re- 
ports. 

The burning ghats of Calcutta 
still are busy. About’ 60° or 
more bodies are burned daily and 
at one near the end of the huge 
Howrah bridge over the Hooghly 
River, which runs through the 
heart of Calcutta, I saw ‘six bodies 
burning and five more waiting. 

The foreign spectator cannot but 
stare in amazement at the uncon- 
cern of the Indians over death. 

As I left, anotner funeral pro- 
cession came along. This was not 
a famine case but the body of a 
rich person. The funeral proces- 
sion contained two bagpipe bands 


‘and a drum and bugle corps. Ac- 


companying religious figures made 
their dances more fantastic when 
they observed they were being 
watched by outsiders. At the end 
the chief fire poker demanded 
money from us for watching thé 
procession.

Landis Gives 
Series Figures 


CHICAGO, Nov. 17 (AP).— 
Members of the New York Yan- 
kees baseball club, winners of the 
1943 world series, received $204,- 
962.41 and the defeated St. Louis 
Cardinals $136,641.61 as their share 
of the total receipts of the five- 
game series this fall, Commission- 
er K. M. Landis announced today. 

The world series participants’ 
share represented 70 per cent of 
the players’ portion of the total 
receipts, which amounted to $1,205,- 
784. This total included $100,000 
received for broadcasting rights 
to the series and the gate receipts. 
Attendance at the five games to- 
taled 277,312. 

Distribution of the total receipts 
was made four ways: $102,079.80 
to the commissioner’s office, $488,- 
005.74 to the players, $307,324.98 
to the clubs and leagues, and 
$308,373.48, including the $100,000 
broadcasting receipts, to War Re- 
lief & Service Fund, Inc.

600.43. Ten per cent went to third

An Economic Problem. 


President Roosevelt said recent- 
ly that the United States would 
refuse to throw up economic bar- 
riers to protect the new synthetic 
rubber industry. But it is possible 
that he reckoned without the pres- 
sure of Washington’s most power- 
ful lobby—the farm bloc. If, as 
appears probable, the raw material 
for synthetic rubber becomes in- 
creasingly grain rather than pe- 
troleum, then the farm lobby will 
have a powerful incentive to seek 
tariff barriers. Grain surpluses 
would be conveniently absorbed in 
a new national industry. 


But then what happens to the 
vast rubber plantations of the Far 
East? Those plantations, which 
have been bearing for hardly more 
than 40 years, brought enormous 
wealth to a few Britishers and 
Dutchmen and a bare existence to 
millions of brown people who 
worked them. The story of the 
growth of Far Eastern rubber is 
a fascinating chapter of economic 
history. 

In competition with wild rubber 
from the Amazon, the Far Eastern 
planters forced down the world 
price in 1920 to 20 cents a pound 
which compared with a peak of 
$3 for Amazonian rubber in 1912 
before the Eastern product had 
come onto the market. The rich 
planters felt, however, that that 
was too low. 

Under the Stevenson act, spon- 
sored by the British, an effort was 
made to bring the production and 
sale of plantation rubber under 
strict control—to limit the amount 
sent into world trade. For a time 
this was highly successful. In 
1925 the price was pushed up to 
more than $1 a pound.  ~ 

But the pressures were too great. 
The high price stimulated a brief 
revival of the Amazonian rubber 
trade. Actually, however, and this 
is highly significant, the market 
appears to have been broken by 
the rufusal of small independent 
planters in the Far East to agree 
to the control scheme. These were 
Chinese, Mayalans, Javanese who 
by dint of the most phenomenal 
economies had managed to obtain 
small rubber holdings and they 
were determined that the big 
planters should not squeeze them 
out, 

There are many, including some 
here in the Amazon Valley, who 
believe that it will never be pos- 
sible to restore the Far Eastern 
rubber economy. Many of the 
planters made 300 or 400 per cent 
profit in a year. In Malaya they 
paid an income tax as low as 8 per 
cent just before the war. It was 
a paradise—a Zool’s paradise as it 
turned out, since the tide of wealth 
induced a wholly false sense of 
security. By contrast, at the peak 
of rubber prices, men were paid 
22 cents a day to work on the 
plantations and women 10 cents. 
The Four Freedoms may not bring 
about a millennium but it would 
seem that their impact must be 
such as to reject for the future 
any such startling inequities. 

New Hope in Brazil. 

Here in the Amazon the Rubber 
Development Corporation has 
quickened new hope for Amazoni- 
an rubber. Although his funds 
have been severely limited, Dr. 
Felisberto Camargo, director of 
the Instituto Agronomico do Norte, 
near Belem, believes that he has 
developed a disease-resistant seed- 
ling of Hevea brasiliensis, the na- 
tive rubber tree. Archibald John- 
ston, director of Ford’s rubber 
plantation at Belterra, halfway be- 
tween Belem and Manaos, agrees. 

Furthermore, Dr. Camargo be- 
lieves that with the new high-yield- 
ing, disease resistant trees he is 
developing, it will be possible to 
produce rubber in the Amazon at 
a profit at eight cents a pound. And 
this, he is convinced, will make it 
possible to compete with the Far 


-‘|East even though. at times Far 


Eastern rubber has brought as lit- 
tle as three cents a pound on the 
world market. Dr. Camargo is as- 
suming in all this that an unlimited 
supply of labor at 20 cents a day 
will not be available to the plant- 
ters of the Far East after the war. 

His long term objective is small 
holdings independently owned. On 
40 acres planted in high yielding 
trees an Amazonian could earn a 
fair living, Dr. Camargo predicts. 
In his calculations he is assum- 
ing, too, that the United States will 
want to keep a standby source of 
natural rubber near at hand So as 
never again to be caught in the 
same critical predicament as fol- 
lowed Pearl] Harbor. 

Advocates of natural rubber are 
confident that it will hold its place 
because of certain superior quali- 
ties inherent in it. One of these 
is Dr. Narman Bekkedahl, an ex-

in Washington who has _. been 
loaned by the United States to the 
Instituto Agronomico together with 
other Americans working with Dr. 


Camargo. In an address on Nov, 


5, Bekkedahl declared that indus- 
try would be willing to pay more 
for natural rubber because “the 
greater percentage of natural rub- 
ber used to make ine tire, the 
greater safety it will have from 
premature |. failure.” 

“There is the possibility,” he 
said, “that by continued research 
synthetic rubber will continue to 
improve its qualities. But is there 
any reason why we cannot also 
improve the qualities of natural 
rubber? 

“There is no doubt but that in 
case of necessity either the natural 
or the synthetic rubber alone, 
without aid from the other, could 
supply the world’s needs, but one 
must conclude from the previous 
discussion that there is a place in 
the world market for both types,

no matter what their relative 
prices may be.

FIND there is a very wide mis- 
renege nen, By the meaning of 
idy.” There must 
be a great many people who do not 
look up words in the dictionary, 
because here is the definition in 
Funk & Wingalls’ Dictiona 
“Subsidy—pecuniary aid direct y 
anted by a government to an 
ndividual or commercial] enter- 
prise .., money furnished by one 
nation to another to aid in war 
against a third.” 


We have been using subsidies in 
this country in one way or another 
for many years. For instance, we 
subsidized our railroads when we 


the word “su 


granted them rights-of-way through 


different parts of our country. The 
tariff which many of us have ap- 
proved for many years, is nothing 
more nor less than a subsidy, a 
subsidy to industry which all of us 
pay. 

A farm subsidy is now proposed 
to prevent a rise in farm prices. 
The big farm organizations for the 
most part, see mto disapprove of 
a subsidy and deniand a rise in 
the farm prices to cover what they 
claim are higher costs for them. 
If this should happen, the public 
would pay increased prices, not just 
for farm products, but for all the 
products in which farm products 
are used, 

For example, the price of meat 
would go up because the price of 
feed went up. If these prices went 
up, it would be natural for people 
who worked for wages to ask for 
higher wages, because their money 
would not buy as much as it 
bought in the past, Then all manu- 
factured articles in which labor 
is involved would go up and the 
farmer would be paying a higher 
— for the things he bought. 

erefore, he would really be no 
better off than he was before he 
was paid more for hig own 
products, 


The people who would suffer 
most would be the people who are 
mot covered by any organization 
which could negotiate a change 
in wages. This group includes 
many white collar workers, Gov- 
ernment employes, firemen, po- 
licemen, teachers and people living 
on small fixed incomes derived 
— annuities or insurance poli- 
cies, 

But the worst feature of this 
policy of allowing prices to be in- 
creased is that there is no Hmit 
once you begin, If prices can be 
raised twenty cents, why not fift 
cents? <A subsidy’ is proposed, 
therefore, to be given the farmers 
in order that they may still sell 
at the regular price, which is now 
stable, and still make a fair profit, 
A subsidy is paid for by all the 
people, but in the end it costs us 
far less than runaway prices, 
which pile up indefinitely and 
cause a state of inflation. 

The subsidy keeps all prices at 
a stable level. A grant from us 
all to keep farm prices down, is a 
subsidy to the farmer. In the long 
run it will pay the whole nation 
many times over not to allow all 
costs to go up.

H&E old phrase, shell shock, 

has mostly gone out of fashion 

in this war, but the condition 
which it represented—of a nervous 
system in collapse from the strain 
of gun fire, battle and war scenes 
still exists among the soldiers of 
our armies. 


Some men just naturally like 
war. And some are just naturally 
not born soldiers, I get a good 
many letters from soldiers—medi- 
cal officers, old friends, nephews, 
etc., and I am getting so I can read 
between the lines and tell the ones 
that are good soldiers and the ones 
who are not. They all. beef, but 
behind the beefing you see that 
some are having a wonderful time. 

What we don’t always remember 
is that the civilian stay-at-home’s 
nervous system is under a strain 
as well as the soldier’s under com- 
bat duty. And the civilians are 
divided just the way the soldiers 
are. Some of them thrive on the 
excitement of war news. They take 
advantage of the extra ways to 
make money. They always havea 
cheerful view of the chances a rel- 
ative in a war zone has of coming 
through,

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OTHERS DON’T like anything 
about war. The news makes them 
ill—their digestion gets upset. They 
worry their heads off about them- 
selves, their relatives, their coun- 
try, their business and the future. 


The civilian does not always 
realize, especially when it comes to 
a member of his own family, that 
these things translate themselves 
into physical ailments, and that 
the victim often hasn’t the slight- 
est conception of the real cause of 
these ailments.

Penny Arcades Enjoy a Boom 


They've Struck Rich Field of Small Change Among Lonesome Soldiers

KNOW where you can get a 
| set of pretty racy calling cards. 

There is a dozen in the pack- 
age and every card is a killer- 
diller. For instance, the one that 
introduces you as “The Candy 
Kid,” below -which is this tender 
message: “Our eyes have met, our 
lips not yet—but oh, you kid, I'll 
get you yet.” 

Then there's the one that says, 
“The Unknown Sheik — wholesale 
dealer in hugs and kisses,” and if 
that one doesn’t make an impres- 
sion you can’t miss with: “I’d Like 
to Make a Date With You—if your 
answer is yes, just keep this card, 
if it’s no, just hand it back.” 

I managed to get these cards

Gus’ place, incidentally, is right 
next door to a freak show which, 
like the penny arcades, has quit 
the road and come to town. For- 
merly attached to the various. mo- 
torized carnivals which have been 
forced off the road by the gaso- 
line and tire situation, the freak 
show and the penny arcades, not 
to mention a wild animal show, 
have discovered that city people 
are as easy to separate from their 
pennies, nickels and dimes as the 
country people.

At some places you have 
to go to the change counter to do 
this, but at others they make it

Although some of the arcades 
claim: to have as much civilian as 
soldier business, it is obvious that 
they have struck a fine rich field 
of small change among the soldiers 
—lonesome and bored soldiers. 


While the penny arcade has a 
lot of slots into which you can 
put a penny, most of them are 
built for nickels and dimes, for its 
the nickels and dimes that pay the 
rent, an operator will explain. 
Chief among the penny catchers 
are the strength testing machines, 
such as the punching bag and 
grip-o-meter, 
cards, some pinball games, a few 
shooting devices and, of course, the 
various types of cards—cards that 
tell you when and where you will 
get married, cards that tell you 
what kind of personality you have, 
cards that tell you how many chil- 
dren you will have, cards with pic- 
tures of beautiful models, and the 
postcards for mailing to the folks 
back home which come in three 
classes—funny (7), risque and 
corny. 

In the nickel class come most 
of the peep shows, the machine- 

ns and electric-eye rifles, the 
mechanical baseball and football 
games, the steam shovel and 
gadgets whereby you can test your 
driving ability. The chief dime- 
puller in every arcade where they 
have them ig the automatic cam- 
era with which you can take your 
own picture. Also a pretty good 
dime-getter is a movie called “Hol- 
lywood Stars the Way You Like 
'‘Em.” M-m-m., 


Oddly enough, however, the peep 
shows are very much in the mi- 
nority in the downtown arcades, 
having been superseded in popu- 
larity by the guns. Whereas most 
arcades back irl the carnival days

Machine guns that shoot 
at moving airplanes, tanks and 
parachutes are the big favorites, 
and next are the rifles with which 
you can shoot at Hitler, Tojo or 
Mussolini as they run back and 
forth inside a glassed enclosure.

West decided that the opponents 
could probably make their three no 
trump contract, and therefore that 
a save might be in order. He was 
right in his first surmise | but 
wrong in the second; his four 
heart sacrifice should have been 
defeated 700 points, which is more 
than the value of a vulnerable 
game, However, with South's 
kind assistance, things worked 
out just as West had hoped. 

North opened the ten of spades. 
Declarer (West) won and returned 
a low club. South scooped up the 
trick, and to make sure that no 
clubs would be ruffed in dummy, 
promptly led out the ace and king 
of trumps. North’s expression, as 
his doubleton queen was thus neat- 
ly decapitated, was not pleasant! 
In a manner of speaking, however, 
it was prophetic, i. e, North’s 
scrowl was quite appropriate for 
the match-point score his side 
earned on this board. For, with 
the heart queen lost to the defend- 
ers, West went down only three 
tricks, 500 points, 

It was entirely correct for South 
to take out dummy’s trumps, 
thereby to prevent club ruffing, 
mut his lead of the ace and king 
was a major error. Granting that 
he could not give North credit for 
possession of the queen, what ob- 
jection could there possibly be to 
playing the ace and then the four 
of trumps?
